ONLY if all the parties to the case consent to the reference to a magistrate
judge will elther the judge or magistrate judge to whom the case has been assigned be informed of
your decision.

Y our opportunity to have your case disposed of by a magistrate judge is subject to the
calendar requirements of the court. Accordingly, the district judge to whom your case is assigned
must approve the reference of the case to a magistrate judge for disposition.

In accordance with 28 U.S.C. 636(c)(3) and Fed.R.Civ.P. 73(c), an appea from a
judgment entered by a magistrate judge may be taken directly to the United States court of
appeals for thisjudicia circuit in the same manner as an appeal from any other judgment of a
district court.
